The Pentagon's hugh Defense In- 
telligence Agency is downgraded 
and will be required, along with oth- 
er Intelligence .arms of the govern- 
ment, to clear its budget through a 
new Intelligence Resources Adviso- 
ry Committee chaired by Helms. 

Informed sources said, the shakcup 
reflected the President's unhappi- 
ness with the quality of information 
supplied him on occasion and his be- 
lief that the splintered intelligence 
activities can be coordinated better. 

The President also is convinced, it 
was said, that the government’s in- 
telligence bill -- reliably estimated, 
at about $5 billion. a year now— is 
unnecessarily high. Administration 
officials hope lo achieve a saving of 
at least several hundred million dol- 
lars along with greater efficiency. 

For years many in Congress and in 
the executive branch have thought 
that the. government's intelligence 
effort, because of growth of staff and 
fragmentation among various agen- 
cies, .was becoming unmanageable 
and that the cost was getting out of 
hand, '
